States paid for sugar §142,707,103 OG in 
addition to a large profit to lines of 
tiauspcitatiou, refiners and merchants 
•who handled the same, which probably 
amounted to at least 20 per cent, more, 
or over $28,000,000. 
Add this to the 


prime cost of the article and the tax and 
it will bo seen that the grand total cf 
$171,218,523 was paid by our consumers 
for sugar. 
Of tbis amount only 181,- 


123,872 pounds were produced in the 
United States, and 3,130,443,240 pounds 
were imported from foreign countries. 
It will be observed that we imported 
from foreign countries over seventeen 
times us much as we produced in our 
own country. 
Tue consumers o£ sugur 


paid an average tax oa what they used 
of nearly 2 ceuts per pound, or about 
$66,000,000.

Tlio Umlirrt Exprrsscs to tbo Mis- 


souri ttivcr to Ue Abolished. 


The roads between Chicago and Mis- 


souri river points have concluded to 
withdraw all limited express trains two 
weeks from last Sunday. 
After that 


time the fastest run between Chicago 
aad Kansas City will be eighteen hours 
and forty-five minutes. The time now 
mado'by the fast trains is between four- 
teen and fifteen hours, and that is much 
slower than the fast time made by the 
Eastern roads. This action is gener- 
ally condemned. Tbo fast trains have 
become popular and public -sentiment 
over the matter is too strong to be con- 
tent with explanations of the roads that 
the running of those trains was so ex- 
pensive that they were au actual loss. 
The true inwardness of tho matter is 
said to be that the railroads which were 
unable to meet the fast time made by 
the Bhort lines refused to join any com- 
bination for ndraaoing rates unless the 
limited trains were wi'hdrawn and on 
agreement made to run at such a pace 
as to giva all roads a chance to make 
the same li'ne between Chicago and the 
Missouri river.

Whether it is just 
the thing to allow outsiders the privi- 
lege uf uoming to our fair aud carrying 
off the largest share of premiums aud 
purses is o. question. It may be argued 
th it it draws a larger crowd and bringb 
outbids money to tuo county, but, one 
thing it does not do, and that is stimu- 
late our own people to action in making 
stock exhibits and entering their nni- 
mals for races. 
Our people after taking 


their stock to one or two Ftiirs and hav- 
ing the prizes awarded to some one 
from California, get tired of the thing 
and conclude next seaeou to mnke no 
exhibit. 
The pame with the races. We 


huve some pretty fast horses in Nevada, 
but they are only fast enough to yet 
beaten hy the California horsea and lose 
the bin purses. A little purse is thrown 
to thi in occasionally as a sop. 
They 


natnrully get tired of this performance 
and season after season take less inter- 
eat in the Fair, and finally stay away 
altogether.

outsiders from our Fair, but do orpue 
that the putses and premiums should bs 
given to our home people.

here if they choose to; they can make 
enough out of it to pay them without 
getting all of the cream, but award the 
prizes to the best exhibits in the State.

'The JNnniber of the Stars. 


The total number of stars one can see 


will depend largely upon the clearness 
of the atmosphere nnd the keenness of 
the eye. 
There nre in the whole celes- 


tial sphere about G.OOO stars visible to 
au ordinarily good eye. Of these, how- 
ever, we can never see moM thau a 
fraction at any one time, because a half 
of the sphere is always below the hori- 
zon. If we could see n star in the hori- 
zon as easily as in the zenith, a half of 
the whole number, or 3,000, would be 
visible oa any clear night. But stars 
near the horizon nre eeen through so 
great a thickness of atmosphi re as great- 
ly to obscure tbeir light, and ouly tho 
brightest ones can thpre be seen. As a 
result of this obscuration it is not likely 
that more than 2,000 stars cviii ever be 
Uken in at a single view by any ordin- 
ary eye. 
About 2,000 other st«rs are so 


near tho South Pole that they never rise 
in our latitudes. He.nce, not 
<•£ 6,000 


supposed to bo visible, only 4,000 ever 
corns within the range of c\ir vision, 
unless wo make a journey townrus the 
equator. 


As telescopic power is in,'r:-used we 


btill find stars of fainter ligl>i. 
But the 


number cannot go on increiiHiiig forever 
in the Slime ratio as with tuo brighter 
magnitudes, because if it dnl il:o whole 
ttky would be a blaze ol stfulight. 
This 


uinch is curtain, that in speeii:! regions 
of the sk.v which have been seaichingly 
fixamioed by various telescope of suc- 
cessively increasing apertnuii the num- 
ber of new stars found is by no means 
in proportion to the inoreasc-d instru- 
mental power. If this is found to be 
true ulsewhere, the conclusion may be 
that, after all, the stellar system can be 
experimentally shown to be of finite ex- 
tent, and to contain only a finite number 
of star« 
In tho wholo sky an eye of 


average power will see ubout 0,000 stars, 
ns I have jiiBt said. 
With n telescopn 


this number is greatly incionsod, and 
the most powerful telescopes of modern 
times will show more than 00,000,000 
stars.—Prof. E. S. Holdeu in tha Cen- 
tury.
